JEFFERSON CITY (AP) - 
The federal government has dis­ 
appointed Missouri’s public uni. 
versities and colleges to the 
tune of $4.5 million this year, it 
was reported today. 
Dr. Ben Ls Morton, executive 
director of the State Commis­ 
sion on Higher Education, said 
Missouri is just one of the states 
that will suffer from the cut­ 
backs in federal aid to higher 
education this year. 
In this state, however, it will 
mean only half the anticipated 
amount will be available. Edu­ 
cational leaders had hoped tr 
get slightly more than $9 million 
in federal money for the univer­ 
sities and colleges with con­ 
struction programs. But only 


$2,240,000 for three new build­ 
ings and none of the requests 
from the federal education fund 
was reduced.

The National Industrial Conference Board re­ 
ported that swift growth is forecast for both 
business and personal air travel over the next 
decade, according to Federal Aviation Agency 
officials.

THOSE DIET PILLS 
The Senate Judiciary subcommittee on antitrust 
and monopoly legislation, chaired by Sen. Philip 
A. Hart (D Mich.)., on Tuesday (Jan. 23) began 
hearings in its investigation of weight-reduction 
pills. 
RAINBOW PILLS AND OBESITY are words for 
weight watchers. 
Doctors define as obesity an 
excess accumulation of body fat that adds more 
than 10 per cent to weight considered desirable 
for the health and well-being of an individual. 
Rainbow pills are diet-control medicines, so 
named because they come in pink, red, lavender,- 
yellow, white, gray, green, orange, black and blue. 
The words are in the news now because both 
the Food and Drug Administration and a Senate 
subcommittee are looking into the efficacy of 
those pills and capsules. FDA officials estimate 
that 1,000 or more doctors are using thyroid- 
digitalis combinations and other preparations 
for weight-reducing regimens. 
Many physi­ 
cians are reported to gross more than $100,000 
a year in this kind of practice. 
HIPFOCRATES, the father of medicine, observed 
2,400 years ago that “fat men are more likely 
to die suddenly than the slender.” 
The U. S. 
Public Health Service today says: 
“Obesity is 
one of the most prevalent health problems in the 
United States.” 
But all doctors do not see eye to eye on the 
subject of obesity. 
The American Medical As­ 
sociation has been one of the severest critics 
of weight-reducing rainbow pill programs. 
Many of the weight-reducing practitioners are 
osteopaths. 
Some critics contend that chiro­ 
practors, 
naturopaths, 
and other nonmedical 
doctors are also in the business. The AMA last 
June reaffirmed its position that obesity in itself 
is not an illness. 
Said an AMA spokesman: 
“ What the AMA is basically concerned about is 
the supermarket treatment of obesity.” 
The FDA on Jan. 5 seized more than 16 million 
pills from Western Research Laboratories, Inc. 
of Denver. The government asserted that state­ 
ments on labels were “false and misleading.” 
Leonard C. Tobin, president of the Denver 
company, on Jan. 11 said the FDA was acting 
“ apparently under pressure from Sen. Philip 
A. Hart.” 
The Michigan Democrat is chair­ 
man of a Senate Judiciary subcommittee which 
is about to open hearings on diet pills. 
Subcommittee 
investigators 
say 
that 
some 
drug companies may be pressuring doctors to 
dispense only their products. Among companies 
which have been subpoenaed to appear before 
the Senate group are Western Research; Mills 
Pharmaceutical Co., St. Louis; Lampar Co., 
Dallas; Bariatric Corp., Coral Gables, Fla.; 
and Delco Co., Mount Vernon, N. Y. 
FDA does not oppose the prescription and use 
of thyroid and digitalis as such. 
Dr. Herbert 


Ley, director of the agency’s Bureau of Medi­ 
cine, says: “Both digitalis and thyroid are use­ 
ful drugs for certain conditions, but they are not 
safe in the treatment of obesity.” 
According to Dr. Russell Henry, Oregon state 
medical examiner, six women who died in that 
state had suffered a fatal depletion of potassium 
in their systems as a result of taking a series 
of different pills containing amphetamines, phe- 
nobarbital, thyroid, digitalis, vegetable laxative 
and a diuretic. 
The Oregon findings triggered 
the subpoenaing of the pill companies. 
The hearings will bear watching. More than 50 
per cent of the population has some kind of real 
or imagined overweight problem.

MISSOURI’S PUZZLING DILEMMA 
Last week’s approval by the House Appor­ 
tionment Committee of the so-called Copeland 
plan to redistrict Missouri’s 10 Congressional 
districts helps to assure speedy approval of an 
acceptable plan during this special session of 
the General Assembly. 
This is welcome news 
for all Missourians, but particularly joyful to 
citizens in the Tenth Congressional District 
who want to be about the business of selecting 
our new U. S. Representative to Congress. 
Although we favor approval of the Copeland 
plan, we believe there are other proposals that 
will serve the same purpose — namely that of 
keeping the Southeast Missouri district as com­ 
pact as possible and preventing a dillution of 
agriculture’s influence by adding a union-dom­ 
inated county such as Jefferson to the Tenth 
district. 
The Copeland plan, now that it has been ap­ 
proved by the House panel, faces its second 
challenge on the floor of the lower chamber. 
To make the new plan meaningful, it must 
contain an emergency clause, which means that 
it would be effective immediately upon the sig­ 
nature of the Governor, after passing both houses. 
To add an emergency clause requires a two- 
thirds vote of both houses, and this is where 
the rub comes in. 
Republicans, perhaps more anxious to play 
the role of the opposition party than to partic­ 
ipate in legislative statesmanship, have re­ 
portedly entered into an arrangement with Ne­ 
gro Democrats in the House to prevent passage 
of the emergency clause. 
If this strange coali­ 
tion is consumated, any reapportionment plan 
passed by the General Assembly cannot go into 
effect for 90 days after the Governor’s signa­ 
ture — which means that it would not go into 
effect until after the statutory April 30 deadline 
for filing. 
Since the Kansas City federal court, in a split 
decision, has already ruled that present filings 
for Congress are invalid, and if legislative plan 
without an emergency clause doesn’t take effect 
until after that deadline, the state would appar­ 
ently end up without any official candidates for 
Congress this year.

THOSE DIET PILLS 
The Senate Judiciary subcommittee on antitrust 
and monopoly legislation, chaired by Sen. Philip 
A. Hart (D Mich.)., on Tuesday (Jan. 23) began 
hearings in its investigation of weight-reduction 
pills. 
RAINBOW PILLS AND OBESITY are words for 
weight watchers. 
Doctors define as obesity an 
excess accumulation of body fat that adds more 
than IO per cent to weight considered desirable 
for the health and well-being of an individual. 
Rainbow pills are diet-control medicines, so 
named because they come in pink, red, lavender,- 
yellow, white, gray, green, orange, black and blue. 
The words are in the news now because both 
the Food and Drug Administration and a Senate 
subcommittee are looking into the efficacy of 
those pills and capsules. FDA officials estimate 
that 1,000 or more doctors are using thyroid- 
digitalis combinations and other preparations 
for weight-reducing regimens. 
Many physi­ 
cians are reported to gross more than $100,000 
a year in this kind of practice. 
HIPPOCRATES, the father of medicine, observed 
2,400 years ago that “fat men are more likely 
to die suddenly than the slender." 
The U. S. 
Public Health Service today says: 
“ Obesity is 
one of the most prevalent health problems in the 
United States." 
But all doctors do not see eye to eye on the 
subject of obesity. 
The American Medical As­ 
sociation has been one of the severest critics 
of weight-reducing rainbow pill programs. 
Many of the weight-reducing practitioners are 
osteopaths. 
Some critics contend that chiro­

The AMA last 
June reaffirmed its position that obesity in itself 
is not an illness. 
Said an AMA spokesman: 
“ What the AMA is basically concerned about is 
the supermarket treatment of obesity." 
The EDA on Jan. 5 seized more than 16 million 
pills from Western Research Laboratories, Inc. 
of Denver. The government asserted that state­ 
ments on labels were “false and misleading." 
Leonard C. Tobin, president of the Denver 
company, on Jan. l l said the FDA was acting 
“ apparently under pressure from Sen. Philip 
A. Hart."

Ley, director of the agency's Bureau of Medi­ 
cine, says: “ Both digitalis and thyroid are use­ 
ful drugs for certain conditions, but they are not 
safe in the treatment of obesity." 
According to Dr. Russell Henry, Oregon state 
medical examiner, six women who died in that 
state had suffered a fatal depletion of potassium 
in their systems as a result of taking a series 
of different pills containing amphetamines, phe­ 
nobarbital, thyroid, digitalis, vegetable laxative 
and a diuretic. 
The Oregon findings triggered 
the subpoenaing of the pill companies. 
The hearings will bear watching. More than 50 
per cent of the population has some kind of real 
or imagined overweight problem.

MISSOURI'S PUZZLING DILEMMA 
Last week's approval by the House Appor­ 
tionment Committee of the so-called Copeland 
plan to redistrict Missouri's IO Congressional 
districts helps to assure speedy approval of an 
acceptable plan during this special session of 
the General Assembly. 
This is welcome news 
for all Missourians, but particularly joyful to 
citizens in the Tenth Congressional District 
who want to be about the business of selecting 
our new U. S. Representative to Congress. 
Although we favor approval of the Copeland 
plan, we believe there are other proposals that 
will serve the same purpose — namely that of 
keeping the Southeast Missouri district as com­ 
pact as possible and preventing a dillution of 
agriculture's influence by adding a union-dom­ 
inated county such as Jefferson to the Tenth 
district. 
The Copeland plan, now that it has been ap­ 
proved by the House panel, faces its second 
challenge on the floor of the lower chamber. 
To make the new plan meaningful, it must 
contain an emergency clause, which means that 
it would be effective immediately upon the sig­ 
nature of the Governor, after passing both houses. 
To add an emergency clause requires a two- 
thirds vote of both houses, and this is where 
the rub comes in. 
Republicans, perhaps more anxious to play 
the role of the opposition party than to partic­ 
ipate in legislative statesmanship, have re­ 
portedly entered into an arrangement with Ne­ 
gro Democrats in the House to prevent passage 
of the emergency clause. 
If this strange coali­ 
tion is consumated, any reapportionment plan 
passed by the General Assembly cannot go into 
effect for 90 days after the Governor's signa­ 
ture — which means that it would not go into 
effect until after the statutory April 30 deadline 
for filing. 
Since the Kansas City federal court, in a split 
decision, has already ruled that present filings 
for Congress are invalid, and if legislative plan 
without an emergency clause doesn't take effect 
until after that deadline, the state would appar­ 
ently end up without any official candidates for 
Congress this year. 
Discouraging as it may seem, no one has 
been able to come up with any kind of an ans­ 
wer to this puzzle. 
If any of our readers have 
an answer, they could perform a real public 
service by stepping forth. 
No fair suggesting the Kansas City federal 
court be sent to Siberia or some other location 
where the temperatures are extreme.

WASHINGTON — Congressman 
Paul Jones, Kennett Democrat, 
deplored a "usurpation of pow­ 
er** by the 
judiciary 
in com­ 
menting in the house cm a ruling 
that 
redistricting by the Mis­ 
souri legislature was unconsti­ 
tutional. 
"M r. Speaker, we are start­ 
ing 
on a 
new year. I am not 
here to view 
with alarm , but I 
would like to call the attention of 
the members of this house to an 
incident which occurred during 
the holidays that I think many of

ested in. That is that a special 
panel of Federal judges in the 
State of Missouri have thrown 
out or ruled unconstitutional a 
redistricting 
by the 
General 
Assembly of the State of Mis­ 
souri despite the fact that this 
redistricting complied with what 
most of us believe conformed 
to the constitution of the state of 
Missouri and the constitution of 
the United States and the laws of 
the state of Missouri, in that 
those 
10 districts varied less 
than five per cent from the aver­ 
age population; were compact and 
caitfiguous 
and the legislative 
plA was adopted after lengthy 
deliberation. 
"Now the thing I am calling to 
the attention of this 
House 
is 
this, that 
during the 19 years I 
have l>een here I 
have 
wit­ 
nessed a usurpation of power by 
the judicial branch of our gov­ 
ernment. Unless this housetakes 
some affirmative 
and positive 
action, we are going to see a con­ 
tinuation and expansion of the 
courts usurping the powers that 
rightly belong to the congress, 
and to the legislative bodies of 
the several states. 
"I 
hoi>e that this opinion of 
these Federal judges will be ap­ 
pealed to the supreme court as 
I believe will 1**, and I am hope­ 
ful, although very doubtful, that 
we will get 
equitable 
relief 
there. 
"I can sj^eak at>out 
this ob­ 
jectively t>ecause more than a 
year ago I announced that I was 
not 
going to be a candidate for 
the Democratic nomination to the 
Congress of 
the United States 
from the 10th congressional dis­ 
trict of Missouri in the next elec­ 
tion.

do ho|»e that the members 
of this house will recognize the 
Imminent danger and will imme­ 


diately start to takfe some affir­ 
mative action to stop this usur­ 
pation of power by the federal 
courts of this nation. Under my 
unanimous request lam Including 
herewith a copy of an editorial

threatened to redraw Missouri’s

Anger of Pueblo Capture 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 
The 
first reaction In this country 
was dismay that this 
might 
mean 
another war, astonish* 
ment that it could happen at all, 
and anger that it did happen. 
Secretary of State Dean Husk 
said, “ My strong advice to the 
North Koreans is cool it." 
lh the six days 
since the 
North 
Koreans 
captured 
the 
USS Pueblo, an electronic spy 
ship, and forced it into Wonsan 
Harbor with 83 men aboard, the 
mood in this country seems to 
have cooled a bit, too. 
President Johnson led 
the 
cooling. Ignoring some of the 
hawk cries in Congress, he set 
about trying to get the ship back 
in a peaceful way, first by ap­ 
pealing to the Russians to inter­ 
cede, then to the United Na­ 
tions. 
If the cooling keeps on, but 
the peaceful efforts fail, this 
country may find it em barrass­ 
ing to take military action at all 
without some fresh Korean pro­ 
vocation that arouses American 
anger all over again. 
The possible products of mili­ 
tary action would, by them­ 
selves, be enough to make John­ 
son hesitate before trying it. But 
another factor 
may 
be

episode. 
hi the first place, there is the 
unresolved dispute between the 
United States and North Korea 
on where the Pueblo was when 
it was captured. 


This country insists it was in 
international waters, more than 
12 miles off the Korean coast.

There is not much doubt 
the electronic ship was spying, 
in or out of Korean waters, and 
that that was its mission. 
On Jan. 24, the day after the 
Pueblo's capture, the North Ko­ 
rean delegate to the military ar­ 
mistice commission in Panmun- 
jom, 
Korea, 
Maj. 
Gen. Pak 
Chung Kook, told the U.S. dele­ 
gate, Rear Adm. John V. Smith: 
On Jan. 20 he had complained 
to the Americans that the Unit­ 
ed States had sent a "number of 
armed spy boats" into North 
Korean waters, along with a 
group of South Korean fishing 
boats which were used as a 
shield. 
Despite his complaint on Jan. 
20, Pak said, the United States 
did the same thing on Jan. 21, 
Jan. 22, Jan. 23 (when the Pueb­ 
lo was taken) and even the next 
day, Jan. 24. 
Adm. Smith replied that Pak's 
statements were 
"wild"
